Over tHe Huis: By Mary Findlater.

‘An eminently readablo. book is ‘Over 


the Hills,’ by Mory Findlater, although 


the authoress‘has, for.once, deserted..the 
fei of fiction, wherein villainy is 
generally aubjugated in the dnd to virtue, 
the latter triumphing after haviog had o 
more or leas bard: time of it. . In'this parti- 
cular story, however, virtue gots all the 


hard knocks—and does not recover. from 
them, either—while villainy ruffles it in 
silks and satins and adorns 's title. This 
sort of thing rather upsets one's theory con- 
cerning the abstract valuo of virtue, and is 
adirect rofutation of the old adage about 
honesty being the heat policy ; yet, whim- 
sical ag is its morality, Mary Findlater's 
book is’ certainly worth perusal. Ita prin- 
cipal characters are two girls, Dinah Jern- 
ingham, the.good one, and Annie Fraser, 
th bad ditto, who is the daughter of a 
riest who has broken his vows of eslibacy.
